The Registration of Assurances in Ireland. 

W HEREAS by an Act of Parliament made in Ireland in 
the Sixth Year of the Reign of Queen Anne, intituled 
“ An Act for the public registering of all Deeds, Con- 
“ veyances, and Wills that shall be made of any Honours, Manors, 
5 “ Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments,” a public Register Office 
was established in the City of Dublin ; and by other Acts of Par- 
liament made in Ireland, and by certain Acts of Parliament of the 
United Kingdom, various Provisions have from Time to Time been 
made in respect of such Register Office : And whereas it is expedient 
10 to repeal the several Acts of Parliament now in force in Ireland in 
regard to the Registration of Deeds, and to consolidate and amend 
the Laws relating thereto : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
15 Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as the “ Registration 
of Assurances Act, Ireland, 1863.”
